The San Francisco Chronicle says: 


Workingmen must bo glad to perceive 
that, despite all accidents and errors, 
the order of the Knights of Labor, ap- 
pears to ba making progress in the right 
direction. Tho Grand Master emphati- 
cally disclaims any sympathy \iith an- 
archists or oouimuuisls, and defies the 
world to sho\y any utterance of the or- 
der or any speech of "his own which 
would justify 
the opinion that 
the 


knights have sinythiug in common with 
enemies of existing society. Tho Dis- 
trict Assembly which meets at Chicago 
has gone further, and has called upon 
its subordinnta assemblies to expel all 
anarchists who may have gained mem- 
bership therein. 
Simultaneously the 


New York District Assembly has issued 
orders ibat all future boycotts Khali be 
secret, uml that no concerted efforts 
shall be muds to destroy or injuru the 
busiueas of uuy boycotted person or 
firm. 
Tlieae orders strip the boycott of 


its «DJubliiiuble feature, and narrow it 
down to a quiet, tacit agreement among 
the membeis of the order that for good 
aud sufficient IIMSODS they will not pat- 
ronize certain concerns. To this there 
can be no obj action. 
If tho labor so- 


cieties had always acted on this princi- 
ple, there would have been no buch se- 
vere punishments of boycotiers as we 
have seen in Now York and Milwaukee. 


The tendency of the present policy of 


the order is evidently to discard agita- 
tors, aud where it has been led in the 
past to oucupy untenable ground, to 
abandon it. This is sound. We have 
alwuyb held that the labor organizations 
had DO one to fear but themselves. 
All 


the combinations of capitalists that can 
bo formed cannot stand ugniust tho 
suited body of wage-earners, if the lat- 
ter will only keep within the law aud 
respect the rights of others. 
It is when 


•vvorkinginen allow themselves to be led 
into violations of law and order, depend- 
ent for its peace and prosperity on the 
willing obedience of all to which have 
been adopted by common consent for 
the regulation of society. 
When any 


one undertakes to rebel against law and 
order—bu he employer or be he work- 
man—he is bound to coiue to grjef. 


The contention between tho Kuights 


of Labor -and the Ubor unions a-akes 
steady progress as was natural. It is 
the old story—thn resistance of local 
bodies to centralization. E ich trade in 
each locality wauts to be independent 
of central control. The controversy in- 
volves the piincipie of federal govern- 
ment, aud workmen who wish to take 
uart iu it intelligently should read the 
debates which led to the formation of 
the Federal Union. The whole case is 
governed by the piiiiciplo involved in 
the fable of the buucb of arrows. 
Soon- 


er or later workman will realize this, 
and the unions will combine, either as 
constituent paits of the Knights of La- 
bor or as members of some new federa- 
tion. But the process may be slow. 
Perhaps, iu view of tb» defeats which 
recent strikes have met with have not 
been altogether unmixed misfortunes.

CATTLE OJT ALFALFA, 


The San Francisco Chronicle says: 
Ths idea still obtains in a large por- 


tion of the Western States and Terri- 
tories that to raise cuttle successfully it 
is necessary to have a range of several 
thousand acres, and that it is useless 
for the small farmer to attempt to com- 
pete with the cattle-man who owns 
many square miles of grazing land. 
The urea devoted to cattle raising is 
yearly becoming more circumscribed, 
and already reports come from all the 
Territories that the ranges are becoming 
more and more overstocked. The de- 
mand for good beef cattle is at all times 
fully up to the supply, and with the 
rapid settling up of the country by 
farmers the time is not far distant when 
the vast cattle range will be a thing of 
the past, and other sources must be 
looked to for the beef supply. 
That 


cattle can be profitably raised on small 
farms has been successfully demon- 
strated in all the older settled States, as 
well as in England and the continental 
countries. But it seems very difficult 
to make the farmers of the Pacific coast 
understand this. 


At the convention of cattle-men held 


last Winter iu Denver it was stated that 
the actual cost of raising four-year-old 
steers in large herds on tbe plains was 
but $6 per head. 
On the other hand, it 


is said to have been settled by compe- 
tent judges that in the Mississippi Val- 
ley States, under high cultivation with 
tho best of tame grasses, the four-year- 
old steer will cost at least &30 to raise, 
it being further added that four acres 
are required to keep each head of stock 
through the year. 


Tha cost of raising the plains cattle 


is doubtless correct. At all sveuts it 
could not well be less than the amount 
stated. But when it is claimed to be 
impossible to raise a steer on a farm for 
less than $30 it is worth while inquiring 
into the subject. 


No California fanner will think of 


trying to raise beef cattle without an 
abundant supply of alfalfa, both for hay 
and for pasture. An acre of this grass 
will, after the first year, when properly 
iirigatcd, produce from ten to twenty 
tons of good hay, besides furnishing 
pasture during at least three months of 
the laiuy s«ason. Each acre will sup- 
port at least two and generally three 
head of stock, while if straw is judic- 
iously mixetl with the hay and fed, the 
number may be increased. 
It will not 


cost the farmer more thun $1 50 a ton 
to cut and stack the hay, so that we 
have, say, three head of cattle kept for 
a year at a cost of not more than $^2 50, 
or $7 50 each. The three-year-old steer 
fed on alfalfa and not forced to wear out 
muscle and fat in traveling over the 
range in search of food, will be belter 
fit for market and will command a 
higher price than the 
four-year-old 


range-fed animal. There is no beef iu 
the world that can compare with that 
from the auiina) reared on alfalfa. 
A 


well fed and fattened "home-raised" 
steer will bring a boiler priop per pound 
in the market every time than the beat 
range-raised animal. 


There is another vast advantage en- 


joyed by tho small stock grower, and 
thtit is in tlii' pocceiitiige of loss bin- 
taiaed. 
On thn cattle ranges it is noth- 


ing uncommon to hear of anywhere from 
10 lo $0 per cent, of a herd bt'luglost 
from starvation, disease or theft. 
This 


loss is f,o reduced when cattle are raised 
on small farms that it cuts no part at all 
in the calculation, 
With the most; ordi- 


nary core such a thing as tha loss of j 
even a single head, except from some 
pxtrnoidu'ary vicissitude, is almost tin- 
known. 


There are many men to-day who are 


engaged in Colorado, Nevada and Cali- 
fornia in raising stock almost entirely 
upon alfalfa, and it is a safe assartion 
that the profits realized by them are far 
more satisfactory than the owners of 
tho vast cattle ranges can show.
